The grounds upon which the Asylum 


buildings and improvements are, is a 
raised plat of 305 acres and about 30 feet 
above the bed of the river, giving a 'fine 
view of the town and surrounding coun- 
try. N6 healthier and more desirable 
locality could well be made for such an 
institution. 
Dr. Dawson, under whose care is the 


Asylum, being absent, we learned the 
following facts of Mr. Martin, the book- 
keeper and conductor of affairs about 
the premises. 
There were 148 patieuts brought over 


from California at the starting of the in- 
stitution, the first of last July; 6 have 
been discharged and 4 new ones re- 
ceived, making the present number, 146; 
of which 32 are females, under the man- 
agement of Mrs. Walker, as .matron. 
The main building is 232',feet long by 
125 wid», and 3 stories high, with a ca- j 
pacity to accommodate 200 patients. 
There are two dining-rooms on each 
floor, and as we walked up and through 
all the several departments of the entire 
buildings, and about the yards, \re were 
favorably impressed with not only the 
structure of the premises, but with the 
present management of the institution 
The rooms are all well ventilated; ex- 
cellent spring beds in the sleeping de- 
partments; the tables and dining-rooms 
kept neat and clean, closets and kitchen 
sweet and healthy, and'all "food given to 
the patients, oi the wholesomest kind. 
We saw but one thing lacking to make 
our Insane Home the best in the laud; 
which is the want of suitable shrubbery 
and trees for such an institution. Bat 
this will in due time be supplied, as it 
is the intention of the management to, 
as soon as possible, beautify the grounds 
by growing trees and creating lawns and 
flower beds; and to this end the State 
has secured the one-sixth interest in a 
water ditch for irrigatiug purposes. 


The Trustees who hud charge pf se- 


lecting the site and contracting for the 
improvements, and also the contractors 
who built them, are equally worthy of 
touch credit from the people of Nevada, 
for having been economical and faithful 
with the State's money. The State can 
boast of one of the finest buildings and 
grounds for our insane on the coast, and 
for much less cost than is usual to be ex- 
pended in such cases. 


Near the main building is a well and 


a steam pump, which raises the water 
into a tank holding 18,000 gallons, 105 
feet high, from which tank is a pipe 
running to a second one iu the baildiug. 
holding 4,000 gallons from which water 
is carried to all parts when needed. Au- 
other fine arrangement we saw for the 
comfort of inmates, is the machinery

We 
can only say further that our Insane 
Asylum at Reno is well worth the money 
it cost; it is a credit to the whole coast, 
us well as to the projectors and builders. 
The present management is good uud 
worthy of the approval of all concerned. 
The patients of course are of different 
grades of talent and behavior. Some 
really objects of pity, while others of 
curiosity and even levity; and while it 
may bt> thought an easy task to take 
the charge of so many unfortunate hu- 
man beings, it is verily a hard one, aud 
but few can be equal to it. Only in two 
lusuuices did we meet those who com- 
plained of the treatment received from 
the keepers, which is most remarkable, 
as it must be known that many hive to 
be confined for their own safety, and- 
that of others; and treated mauy times 
iu a way, which to patients, and even 
outsiders, might have the appearance of 
harsh treatment when it was for the 
best good. It requires botk wisdom aud 
patience to manage a heterogeneous muss 
of iniuds racked by insanity; uud those 
who do so manage such un asylum sat- 
isfactorily, can't be extolled too highly. 
Therefore we deem it but just to thus 
dpeak in praise of the present ir.iiuago- 
ment of the Asylum.
